UTICA, N. Y.—Central New York ig 
to have a big holiday today when 
former President Roosevelt visits Sum- 
mit park, eight miles west of this city, 
as the guest of the Herkimer county 
prangers and the Oneida county Grand 
Army veterans, anu delivers his first 
formal address since his return to Amer- 
ica Trom Africa. 

All the mills in Utica, New York Mills, 
Whitesboro and Oriskany will close 
down at noon to permit their several 
thousand employees ‘to get up to Sum- 
mit park and hear the colonel’s speech, 
while excursions on all the steam and 
electric railroads entering Utica will 
bring other thousands to swell the great 
crowd that will be on hand when. the 
colonel motors over from the Oriskany 
station in his brother-in-law’s, Douglas 
Robinson's automobile. 

It is pointed out that Colonel Roose- 
velt and Vice-President Sherman may 
meet here tomorrow. Such a meeting it 
j< thought, might go a long way 
toward clearing up the critical situa- 
‘ion resulting from the selection of Mr. 
Sherman instead of Colonel Roosevelt 
to be the temporary chairman of the 
Republican state convention.

WASHINGTON—The prompt action 
of Gen. Juan Estrada, victorious leader 
in Nicaragua, in offering to make repa- 
ration for the execution by former .’res- 
ident Zelaya of the American citizens, 
Groce and Cannon, is looked upon here as 
indicating that an-amicable settlement 
soon will be reached and diplomatic rela- 
tions with Nicaragua quickly restored.

Launching of the World’s Greatest Cruiser 


(Special Correspondence of The Monitor.) 7 


LON DON--H. M. S. Lion, the great- 


fest and fastest cruiser in the world, has 


been launched at Devonport. The fact 
that no definite information as to the 
size of this great battleship has been 
published hy the authorities gave, per- 
haps, an added interest to the occasion. 
There was a time not so very long ago 
when it was a matter of no great diffi- 
culty to obtain full information as to 
the measurements, armaments, etc., of 
any war véssel that might be in course 
of construction. Now, however, the naval 
authorities consider it advisable to with- 
hold such information from the public. 
The measurements of H. M. S. Lion are 
given as follows: Length 700 feet or 720 
feet over all, as against 
Ihdefatigable and the 
Mauretania.

The ceremony of launching this great 
cruiser-battleship was performed by Lady 
Clifden with whom were Lord Clifden, 
Admiral Sir Wilmot Fawkes and others. 
After the usual religious service, which 
is held at the launching of his majesty’s 
battleships, Lady Clifden christened the 
vessel, saying at the same time “I name 
you Lion. God bless you and those that 
sail in you.” With a silver chisel and 
ivory mallet Lady Clifden then pro- 
ceeded to sever a silken cord, which re- 
leased ‘the weights arranged to Knock 
away the dog-shores and so permit the 
8057 tons, to which was added some 750 
tons of launching gear, to move slowly 
down the slips, greased with some 16 
tons of tallow, to the water. 

Under the guardianship of several tugs 
the Lion was then escorted to the Key- 
ham basin where she will be docked and 
completed. According to present arrange- 
ments H. M. 8S. Lion will be ready to 
take her place as principal flagship in 
the home flect at the end of’next year. 
Her complement will be 950 officers and 
men, and she will carry 18 13.5-in. and 
24 4-in. guns. The 13.5-in. guns have a 
range of about 20 miles and the weight 
of the projectiles fired from these weap- 
ons is 1250 Ibs.

Eleventh District Nominee 
Likely to Be W. D. Cotton 


The Republican nomination for con- 
gressman in the eleventh district may 
go to former Alderman W. Dudley Cotton 
without a contest, according to the pres- 
ent plans of the Republican leaders 
therein. The placing in the field of a 
candidate to oppose him depends entirely 
upon developments in the Democratic 
camp of the district in the very near 
future. 

A talk with leaders of both parties of 
the district reveals some _ interesting 
facts. The situation as regards the Re- 
publicans appears to be as follows: 

Certain of the party leaders do not 
consider Mr. Cotton likely to carry the 
district should the Democrats nominate 
either Congressman Andrew J. Peters 
or former. state Senator Edward Seaver. 
They also believe that no other Repub- 
lican candidate who is avaailable in the 
district could either defeat either of 
these two strong Democrats unless a 
split should occur in the Democratic 
yanks that would tend to turn Demo- 
cratic votes to the Republican nominee. 
Such a schism would be welcomed by the 
Republicans, who would immediately 
take advantage of it by bringing into the 
field their strongest man, who is said 
to be state Senator George Holden Tink- 
ham. 

Mr. Tinkham is regarded as the most 
availabie man in the district to uphold 
the Republican banner now that former 
Gov. Curtis Guild, Jr., has declared that 
he will not be a candidate under and 
circumstances. : 

Republican leaders of the district be- 
lieve that Edward Seaver as the Demo- 
cratic nominee would be even harder to 
defeat than Congressman Peters, and it 
is authoritatively said that if indications 
point to the nomination of Mr. Seaver 
by the Democrats the Republicans will 
not oppose the nomination of Mr. Cotton. 
They feel that no available Republican 
candidate could defeat Mr. Seaver and, 
it is said, that they would let Mr. Cotton 
run and do the best he could. 

Mr. Peters has not gone actively to 
work yet and his backwardness in tak- 
ing the field is puzzling the Republican 
workers not a little. How strongly he 
can run against Mr. Seaver for the Demo- 
cratic nomination is therefore a matter 
of speculation. He is admitted to have 
made a favorable impression on both 
Republicans and Democrats through his 
work at Washington, but incurred the 
hostility of the Fitzgerald organization 
by coming out openly in favor of James 
J. Storrow during the mayoralty cam- 
paign last fall. The Fitzgerald organiza- 
tion is said to be working zealously for 
the nomination of Mr. Seaver and its 
influence is felt heavily in certain popu- 
lous sections of the eleventh district, 
which embraces wards 10, 11, part of 
12, 18, 19, 21, 22, 23 and 25. 

Mr. Cotton's friends, when interviewed, 
claimed he has received assurance of the 
support of wards 21, 22 and 23 for his 
candidacy for the hepublican nomina- 
tion. They say that he is gaining new 
friends rapidly and that any other 
candidate for the nomination will find 
difficulty in getting a foothold in these 
three wards. There is apparently a 
warm Cotton sentiment throughout the 
district and reports from Republicans 
from this section and discussion at the 
Republican state headquarters seem to 
show that Mr. Cottor is making a 
stronger run than was expected. 

Thomas H. Dowd, who has been ac- 
tively campaigning for the Democratic 
nomination for the: desired congressional 
position, is not believed by leaders of 
either party to have much show for :ne 
position, running, as “e now is, against 
both Mr. Seav er and © ‘essman Peters.

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ALLEGE CONTRACTS 
OF SENATOR OWENS 
WOULD STRIP. TRIBE 


SULPHUR, Ok.—The name of United 
States Senator Robert L. Oweng has en- 
tered into the Indian land investigation. 

E. P. Hill, an attorney for the Choc- 
taws, Monday testified before the special 
congressional committee which is inves- 
tigating the Gore bribery charges that 
Senator Owen was the principal in a suit 
in which were involved contracts with 
the Indians calling for a 50 per cent fee. 

Mr. Owens, however, Mr. Hill testified, 
entered into the contracts several years 
before he became senator. He is not now 
trying to get 50 per cent, but has left 
it to the United States court of claims 
to determine how much he should receive. 
It was also said that since his election 
as senator Mr. Owens had shown no ac- 
tivity in the case, except to testify in 
behalf of his claim. 

The value of the property, which it 
was asserted Mr. Owens’ suit sought to 
restore to the Indians, was fixed by the 
department of justice at $12,000,000 to 
$14,000,000. As attorney for the Choc- 
taws, Mr, Hill said he was resisting the 
suit. 

“In 1896,” he testified, “Mr. Owens 
entered into an arrangement with 
Charles F. Winton to attempt to pro- 
cure for Choctaw Indians living east of 
the Mississippi river citizenship in what 
was then Indian Territory. Winton 
went to Mississippi and got many indi- 
vidual contracts, the number ultimately 
being 1500. In these contracts the claim- 
ants agreed to give to Winton and 
Owens 50 per cent of all property which 
they would become possessed of if they 
were admitted to citizenship. 

“Vyinton, after obtaining many con- 
tracts, died. His rights reverted to Mr. 
Owens.” 

The witness was asked what the effect 
of granting the fee would be. 

“It would take all the property the 
Indians have. They would be penniless

NEW YORK--A tlying machine which, 
when the motor stops, will softly circle 
down to earth like a piece of paper, is 
the sort of machine which Charles Kk. 
Hamilton is going to Washington on NSat- 
urday to, test according to the inventor, 
Dr. W. W. Christmas, of the capital city, 
who has entered his machine for the Har- 
vard aviation meet at Boston Sept. 3 to 
13, and who explains his machine thus: 

“I’m interested in’ inventions only 
when they are practical. Our army is 
interested in my machine because it 
meant for hard, practical service. Ir 
adverse winds, such those en- 
countered by Mr. Curtiss Storm 
King in his Hudson river flight, no em- 
barrassing effect would be produced on 
this machine. Because of the peculiarity 
of its planes, the harder a wind blows 
the stiffer the machine becomes. The 
mere fact that it remains stable in light 
winds, operates to make it even more 
stable in heavy winds. 

The construction which makes the ma- 
chine automatically balancing and which 
enables it to drop gently, with automatic 
is thus described.

“Its lower planes are pitched at a dia- 
hedral angle. This causes the machine 
to be balanced at the extreme end of the 
lower planes; and it is a ‘constant quan- 
tity,’ not changing even in the most se- 
vere stress. The upper planes are pitched 
at an angle opposite to the lower planes. 
If it were not for an aperture cut in the 
center to give relief to the air currents 
converging toward that point the angle 
of these planes would cause the machine 
to turn over. 

“T have tested this new machine four 
or five times at a height of 500 feet, and 
for short lateral distances. It has a lazy, 
undulating motion, like a ship on a long 
swell, but no quick eccentric motions. If 
the motor should stop, or the operator 
lose control and the machine should stop 
its forward motion, it would begin to 
descend slowly, revolving on its own 
axis, because of the rush of air against 
the upper planes. These are shaped like 
a propeller blade--and that half curved 
or twisted form of the upper plane ins 
duces the revolving antomatie motion 
'which allows the machine to settle with- 
out danger gradually down to the earth. 

“You know,” added Dr. Christmas, 
“that when an aeroplane is heading up- 
ward, and the propelling force stops,, it 
is like an antomobile going up hill under | 
the same conditions. Both, unchecked, 
would slide back on the same incline. 
But my machine checks itself by auto- 
matically balancing and beginning to re- 
volve.”

They have been played upwards of a 
doven years, and “The Shepherd King” 
is now in its seventh year, an unusually 
long life for any play. Such plays have 
the advantage of gathering an audience 
peculiarly prepared to accept at face 
value what passes before them, if not 
throug) personal piety at least through 
the universal respect that religious 
history is accorded. 

Such an audience gathered at the Shu- 
bert Monday evening and showed unusual 
friendliness both to the play and the 
players. Mr. Lorimer’s conscientious 
etriving for simplicity and aspiration *:. 
his characterization of the shepherd boy 
who becomes Saul’s greatest captain and 
finally king of Israel was fully appreci- 
ated. Mr. Lorimer’s agreeable low 
pitched voice hag grown even warmer 
and richer since. his last appearance here 
and his open smile is more pleasing 
than ever. He is somewhat too jerky 
in his “discoveries” for serious effect, and 
still chooses to recite most of his lines 
mournfully. It is a curious convention 
that causes religiously inclined people on 
the stage to seem unattractively sad and 
sweet to sickishness. That this is not 
Mr. Lorimer’s own nature may be pre- 
sumed from the very long speech he 
made in response to numerous and en- 
thusiastic curtain calls after the third 
act. Then the star, after congratulating 
the audience, his company, bis manager, 
and himself, rounded on his imitators of 
five years ago in the good set terms of 
the man in the street. 

Many curtain calls, also, and frequent 
outbursts of handclapping greeted the 
spectacular scenes of the play, from the 
pastoral incidents at the house of Jesse 
through warlike episodes in Saul’s camp 
and the sentimental entanglements of 
David in the palace to the final acclaim- 
ing of the boy warrior as king by a great 
issembly of soldiers and citizens. The 
scenery was elaborate and skilfully 
hbghted, and the costumes and armor 
were as handsome and costly as ever. 
The performance went with a snap, and 
the incidental music was skilfully con- 
ducted. 

In Mr. Lormier’s support the best 
work was done by Daniel Gilfether as 
patriarchal in manner and re- 
sonant. in voice, and Miss Ruth Copley, 
who made an appealing figure of the 
gentle bondmaid, Adora. The result of 
conscientious solitary study was evident 
in all her work, something that was lack- 
ing in most of the others.

WASHINGTON—By the last of Au- 
gust the Republican congressional com- 
mittee will have its biennial campaign 
for the control of the House of Repre- 
There are two 
general headquarters—one in Chicago, 
is the center of the insurgent 
country; the other in New York, from 
which the New England and the eastern 
central states will be reached. The con: 
test this year will be vigorous in nearly 


all of the states outside of the South, 
as is always the case when the outcome 
seems likely to be close, and the Re- 
publicans will take up the work district 
by district, hoping to cover all the de- 
batable territory. 

The New York headquarters are 

in charge of Representative Loud- 
enslager of New Jersey, a past mas- 
ter at this work, who :or a number of 
successive campaigns has been in the har- 
ness. The Chicago headquarters are in 
charge of various other members of the 
congressional committee. Representative 
Tawney of Minnesota, vice-chairman, has 
promised to devote several weeks to the 
general work. Henry Casson of Wiscon- 
sin, sergeant-at-arms of the House, will 
be the nominal head of the Chicago 
headquarters, but will be assisted from 
tine to time by members of the com- 
mittee who will precede and follow Mr. 
Tawney. Representative McKinley of 
Illinois, chairman of the committee, will 
spend a good deal of time at both head- 
quarters. 
_ The committee will begin at once to 
send out its speakers. Already the pre- 
liminary work has been done in the 
mailing of speeches and other political 
literature. It is recognized by the leaders 
that the campaign this year will call for 
unusual exertions. 

To a large degree the committtee lead- 
ers will be dependent upon Colonel Roose- 
velt. Many Republicans believe that if 
he should decide to take off his coat and 
go to work for a Republican House, the 
way to victory would not be very dif- 
ficult, but that without his endorsement 
and active help there would be many 
dangers to be overcome.

CULTURE OF SILK 
TO YOUNG KOREA 


Baron Oura Declares That 
Lack of Safe Government 
in Past Has Stopped the In- 
dustry in Hermit Kingdom: 


SAN FRANCISCO — The Japanese 
government intends to greatly increase 
the production of silk in Korea, says 
Baron Oura, Japanese minister of agri- ‘ 
culture, who ‘has been visiting here. In 
carrying out these plans, the Japanese 
government has already sent a large 
number of bright young Koreans to 
Japan to learn the silk industry. They 
are maintained at government expense 
and carefully taught all branches of 
silk culture. 

The climate and soil of Korea are far 
better adapted to silk culttire than that 
of Japan, but Baron Oura says that 
the Koreans have made no progress be- 
cause of a lack of safe government. 

Baron OQOura has been greatly im- 
pressed with the United States. He 
studied carefully New York, Washing- 
ton, Pittsburg and Chicago. He also 
made a special study of the great 
Sacramento valley in this ‘state to get 
ideas of methods of farming and fruit 
growing. 

He is enthusiastic about the fair pro- 
posed in San Francisco to celebrate the 
completion of the Panama canal and 
says Japan will have the best exhibit 
here ever sent out of his country.

BELASCO ADVISES PLAYWRIGHTS. 


David Belasco in an article in the As- 
sociated Sunday Magazines says that 
most of the work of novice playwrights 
shows lack of concentration on their 
theme and lack of adequate study of lit- 
erature and life. He recommends focus- 
sing the interest of the action on the af- 
fairs of two central characters and forc- 
ing all other interests into the back- 
ground. 

Mr. Belasco emphasizes the fact that 
dialogue in plays is intended to address 
the intelligence through the ear, and so 
must be composed under different con- 
ditions than those regulating composi- 
tion of words for the eye, as in story 
writing. He says that the attention of 
the audience must not be distracted by 
stage tricks introduced for their own 
ingenious sake. He advises study of 
methods of gaining the audience’s sym- 
pathy for the central character, and of 
gaining suspense by withholding as much 
of the explanation of the plot as possible 
until a time when it will be effective 
both as a surprise and as an explanation. 

Mr. Belasco concludes by saying that 
plays are built, not written; that they 
may be greatly changed in rehearsal from 
leave the author’s 
pen; that the more work that is done 
by the author the better will be his play 
and less work will have to be done by 
the stage director when the play is pro- 
duced. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that Bronson Howard, Clyde Fitch 
and William Gillette have seen certain of 
their plays produced as they left their 
pens, with scarcely the alteration of a 
comma, so expertly did their authors de-

this mont | 

In Rockville, Conn., another large 
woolen mG the four big mills of the 
Hockanum Company and the mills of 
the New England, Springville and Min- 
terbirn corporations, which: have been 
running on short time schedules since 
spring, have resumed operations on full 
time. The woolen mills at Almyville, 
Plainfield, Central Village and other 
Connecticut points have resumed in full, 
and at Central Village the Central 
Worsted Mills are running until 9 p. m. 
daily. | 

Another mill which will run overtime 
is the Somerset mill of Monson, Mass., 
Which has gone on a day and a night 
schedule. 

The Berkshire Woolen and Worsted 
Company’s mills in Pittsfield has started 
work after a long shutdown. The plant 
was formerly operated by the Peck Man- 
ufacturing Company.

BOSTON’S CATTLE 
AND GRAINEXPORT 
TRADE FALLS OFF 


‘Beef Down 70 Per Cent From 


1907 and Cereal Business 
Represents Only Overflow 
From Montreal. 


Boston’s exports of cattle and grain 
have fallen off notably in the past. year, 
reflecting a condition which is largely 
true of other leading Atlantic ports. “Ex- 
ports of cattle from Boston have declined 
over 12 per cent since 1907, while ship- 
ments of fresh beef have fallen off more 
than 70- per cent. Grain engagements 
have become almost negligible. 

Formerly Boston was one of the hea¥- 
iest shippers ot cattle on the Atlantic 
seaboard and large quantities of Ameri- 
ean and Canadian grain were received 
for export, During much of July big 
steamships like the Ivernia, Saxonia, and 
Numidian were sailing without a bushel 
of grain in their holds. Only recently 
the Winifredian, unable to secure grain |} 
here, sailed for New York to take on a 
cargo of cotton for Liverpool. 

Total shipments of cattle through 
Boston for the seven months ending July 
31 were but 39,105 head, compared with 
65,912 during the same period last year, 
while shipments of fresh beef up to Aug. 
1 were 28,248 quarters against 60,494 in 
1909 and 124,108 in 1908. The price of 
American beet has forced foreign con- 
sumers to obtain other sources of sup- 
ply and Canadian grain has found outlets 
where freight rates are more advantage- 
ous. 

Although the rate on lake grain from 
Buffalo to Boston was recently reduced 
from 5% to 4 cents in an attempt to 
bring it to this port for shipment, grain 
continues to move through Montreal both 
by the water route and by rail. All 
that Boston is at present securing is 
overflow from Montreal. 


WAKEFIELD TAX 
TAKES A BIG JUMP

GAIN IN EARNINGS 


The report of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company for the fiscal year 
ended June 30 last was a splendid exhibi- 
tion of economies in operation, but there 
was some disappointment in the surplus 
for the stock which equaled only 5.71 per 
cent as compared with an expected sur- 
plus equal to at least 7 per cent on the 


$45,000,000 stock outstanding. The 


largest that the company ever reported, 
and was after all appropriations for bet- 
terments, etc., charged to operating ex- 
penses. | 
Brooklyn’s current earnings are show- 
ing a substantial increase over last year, 
and this fact offers some reason for plac- 
ing the stock on a 5 per cent dividend 


basis, but one of the best reasons for ad- 
vancing the dividend last July is that 
in tl: past several years very large sums 
have heen expended on the _ property 
from . rnings so that there is not the 
need n . for improvements that there 
was a few years ago. 

That the large sums put out on Brooklyn 
in past years have not been without re- 
sult is shown by the ‘operating ratio for 
lac year of an even 56 per cent, or 1.8 

er cent lower than for the previous 
12 months, and over 4 per cent under 
that of 1908. In fact, Brooklyn was 
operated relatively cheaper last year 
than in any other period in its history. 
This is the more’ pronounced because 
there was a_ substantial increase in 
wages, Which was thegchief factor in 
preventing a larger proportion of the 6.2 
per cent increase in gross earnings being 
saved for net; and yet the gain in net 
amounted to 10 per cent, or over 4 per 
cent larger than the increase in gross. 

From the stockholders’ point of view 
the most conspicuous improvements in 
the earning statement was the 37.4 per 
cent inerease in the surplus, the total 
figure beging $2,572,220.. The steady im- 
provement in Brooklyn’s gross, operating 
ratio, surplus and the percentage earned 
on the stock may be readily seen in the 
tabulated figures:

ALLAHABAD PARK 
TO HONOR VICEROY 
MINTO PROPOSED 


Pillar in It, According to In- 
dian Idea, Would Contain 
Proclamations of the 
Rulers. 


SIMLA—It is announced that a num- 
ber of leading educated Indians will sup- 
port an appeal which will be made short- 
ly proposing that a “Minto park” be 
opened in Allahabad as a memorial of 
the Viceroy’s services in India, in addi- 
tion to which it is proposed that a pillar 
should be erected in the center of the 
park bearing an inscription of the proc- 
lamations of King Edward and Queen 
Victoria. 

Since Lord Canning first read the 
proclamation after the mutiny at Alla- 
habad, this city is considered a specially 
suitable place for the memorial, and it is 
hoped that Lord Minto will lay the foun- 
dation on a site betwen the Jumna and 
the Ganges. 

In the appeal will be included a history 
of India from the time of its transfer- 
ence from the East India Company to 
the Crown. The proposed pillar is to 
be an emblem of the union of all races 
and. creeds inhabiting India, and will 
have inscribed upon it King George’s 
gracious accession message.

UPTIMISTIC ARE 
WEDTERN RAILWAY 
TRAFFIC: REPORTS 


Grain Marketed Ahead of 
Usual Time and General 
Activity Conduce to Make 


Volume of Business Large. 


LESS SPECULATION 


CHICAGO—Western railway officials 
report a growing tonnage and while they 
have enough cars to meet current re- 
quirements the orders for rolling stock 
are gradually growing larger and officials 
are beginning to send out warning 
against delaying cars Jest there ve a 
shortage a little later on. The move- 
ment of grain is becoming so large and 
is being marketed so much ahead of. the 
time the railroads expected, and other 
lines of business are keeping up so well 
that traffic men are beginning to figure 
on a good deal of activity this fall and 
winter. 

The general business situation is said 
to be entirely satisfactory in spite of the 
many reported’ influences working 
against it. It is pointed out that in the 
interior there is plenty of confidence and 
business enthusiasm and that the situ- 


‘|ation is now more free of speculative ex- 


cesses than for some time. This is be- 
cause the banking element called a halt 
some weeks ago. Those who were in the 
market for funds to use for speculative 
purposes found that they could not get 
the money to carry on their operations 
and abandoned their schemes to a very 
large extent. 

There is said to be a more active 
demand for money from the South where 
preparations for moving the cotton crop 
are now under way. At the same time 
there continues a good inquiry for funds 
in connection with the movement of win- 
ter wheat, along with the increasing de- 
mand from commercial and industrial 
sources. Some of the leading bankers 
here resent the allegation that they are 
arbitrarily holding rates high, asserting 
that they can readily find employment 
for all their available funds at the pre- 
vailing figure, which ranges between 5 
and 6 per cent. It is not anticipated, 
however, that money rates will go any 
higher this fallf as the largest surplus 
reserves held by the New York banks 
and the steady contraction in farm loans 
as the result of the heavy movement of 
wheat from the Southwest are making 
for an easier money situation all around. 
Improvement in the condition of the 
corn crop following recent beneficial rains 
inspires a feeling of confidence in busi- 
ness and financial circles, because tend- 
ing to insure a continuation of prosper- 
ity in the agricultural sections. 

Wholesale merchants at the large dis- 
tributing centers are looking for a heavy 
demand for goods as soon as the far- 
mer gets through with the marketing 
of his crops. Regardless of the fact that 
there has been much talk of late that 
the farmer has been extravagant— much 
of it pure exaggeration—it will probably 
be found a little later on that this in- 
dividual wil] be in a position to spend 
his money, and it will also no doubt be 
found that he has plenty of it. 

New activity has come into the dry 
goods trade as well as into most other 
business. The midsummer buying by 
visiting merchants has been on a very 
large seale and the wholesale districts 
cme now presenting scenes of great ac- 
tivity where preparations are being made 
to take care of business for forward de- 
livery. In silks; woolens, clothing and 
boots and shoes, trade conditions are be- 
ginning to show old time spirit, backed 
up by substantial orders. 

The local iron and steel trade is also 
assuming a brighter aspect because dur- 
ing the last three weeks there has been 
teady improvement in most departments, 
although not in all, The railroads show 
better inquiry and further new business 
was booked by the fabricating mills. 
Wire, bars and other productions are 
selling satisfactorily. There was a sea- 
sonable demand for wholesale groceries. 
Collections in most ‘lines were fairly 
satisfactory. 

Eastern railways operating out of 
Chicago and St. Louis have not shown a 
gieat deal of improvement in the volume 
of tonnage hauled. There was some im- 
provement in the shipment of oats and 
provisions but dressed beef consignments 
were about the same as a yerr ago. In 
miscellaneous freight there has been a 
slight falling off, but general merchan- 
dise continues to hold up well. There 
has been an improvement of about 17 
per cent in the movement of agricultural 
implements, but less than carload freight 
was lighter. 

Traffic officials are looking for some 


betterment during the next few weeks | 


as business is picking up in the West 
and this will without question draw 
freight over these lines. There is some 
improvement now in industrial activity 
throughout che central territory, wh‘ch 
is also expected to help the railroads. 
There has not been much change in con- 
ditions on the southern lines, although 
officials stated that traffic was not going 
backward in any particular.

The Wood worsted mills issued $3,- 
600,000 4% per cent notes to provide 
for the cost of newly purchased land 
‘and for the building and equipment of 
fits magnificent new building at Law- 
@ence, Mass. Thes notes were issued 
‘Bept. 1, 1905. The first batch of $500,- 
000 matured March 1, 1910, and were 
paid off. Of the remaining $3,000,000, 
$2,000,000 matures Sept. 1 next and a 
sinking fund was created-to take care 
of this at maturity. These $2,000,000 
notes will be paid off premptly on the 
‘due date, leaving $1,000,000 which ma- 
tures March 1, 1911. President Wood 
says he sees nothing to prevent their be- 
ing retired on the date mentioned <t 
which time all indebtedness against the 
company will have been canceled. 

The purpose on the part of the man- 
agemen’ to give no consideration to the 
qutstion of admitting the Wood mills 
into its “system” until it had shown 
an earning capacity sufficient to retire 
al, its construction indebtedness is raun- 
er a unique but highly commendable 
‘piece of financing. The Wood mills 
cannot fail: to constitute a most im- 
portant adjunct to the revenue produc- 
' ing equipment of the big company. When 
absorption takes place—if it does—it will 
naturally necessitate no financing on the 
part of the American Woolen Company, 
which already owns the entire capital 
stock. - 

It is reasonable to expect that the 
same policy applied to the Ayer mills 
will bring the same results. The Ayer 
plant has an indebtedness in coupon 
notes of $4,000,000, representing land and 
construction cost.

CROP OUTLOOK 
IN THE SOUTH 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.—Inquiries as jo 
crop prospects and general conditions 
were mailed on Aug. 9 by the First 
National Bank to about 150 correspond- 
ents, farmers, merchants and bankers, in 
all the counties of Alabama. Their re- 


plies indicate that the cotton crop has 
been expensive owing to ‘the ' large 
amount of corn and wheat purchased at 
higher prices and the abnormally late 
frost of April 26-27, which made re- 
planting generally necessary. This gave 
the crop a late start, and the constant 
rains from the middle of June to Aug. | 
put the crop badly in the grass and added 
much to the cost of cultivation” Re- 
ports, which are of the average date, of 
Aug. 15, show that the weather during 
the last three weeks has been favorable, 
so that conditions now indicate that 
the crop this year in Alabama will be 
1.200,000 bales minimum. 

The diversification of crops and the 
increased acreage in corn, hay, oats and 
peas will give some check to the boll 
weevil. The counties along the western 
border have increased the average in corn 
considerably. 

Summing up the situation, the bank 
says: “We are optimistic on the situa- 
tion and expect favorable business con- 
ditions throughout the state after the 
crop movement is well under way and 
the large yield of corn and other food 
crops will not only help collections this 
fall, but will add much to the.volume

Buyers Not Yet Satisfied 
That Bottom. Prices Have 
Been Reached and. Satisfy 
Only Immediate Demands. 


THE LEATHER TRADE 


The shoe business, although not in 
what might be termed first class condi- 
tion, shows an improvement over the 
past week, more orders having been 
booked, some of fairly good size. This 
condition would be increased if buyers 
could become satisfied that prices would 
remain firm, but the slightest suspicion 
that weakness will manifest itself causes 
caution and that results in ordering only. 
‘for immediate needs, thereby allowing 
the future to care for the things of its 
own. 

However, as the seasons come and go, 
indifferent to market quotations, or the 


hopes and fears of syndicates or indi- 
viduals, there always comes a time when 
the buyer must come out of his retire- 
ment and place his orders, to cover antic- 
ipated trade or find himself unable to 
properly -care for the needs of an ordi- 
nary demand. Therefore, as the fall is 
but a few weeks away it is expected that 
many orders which have. been held back 
will be brought to™the light and for- 
warded to the factories awaiting them. 

Already has this been the case with 


jthose who manufacture men’s heavy 


goods, some of which are running full, 
also with some ofthe manufactures of 
ladies’ footwear whose rush orders for 
bottom stock is a sure indication of 
“something doing.” Information from 
manufacturers shows that business is 
not so bad as might be imagined, but 
the habit of secretiveness or a desire to 
avoid interviews, makes it very easy to 
call things dull. ’ 

The buyers ought to be thoroughly 
convinced by this time that prices are 
immovable just so long as leather prices 
are firm to upwardness, and aside from 
finished spits this is a true condition 
which any one may prove by a prac- 
tical test. Were it not so, the manu- 
facturers would not have waited this 
long for orders and experienced buyers 
should know it to be so. | 

The difficulty of combining first class 
shoemaking with a reasonable cost in 
the West has caused two large shoe con- 
cerns to turn their attention to the old 
Bay state as a locality where that de- 
sirable combination exists. One of the 
concerns has bonded a piece of prop- 
erty on the lien of the Boston & Albany 
railroad, while the other is considering 
Brockton as a desirable point. These 
facts speak louder than words and must 
be gratifying to those who have spent 
their business lives in building up a 
reputation which has so well stood the 
assaults from without and the pessi- 
mistic influences from within. If these 
merchants come it is safe to say that 
they will receive the glad hand from 


broad ground of good fellowship. 

Sole leather is quite obstinate from 
the buyers’ point of view, prices being 
very firm with nothing in sight which 
looks like a drop. Hemlock sole is quite 
active and a few large orders have been 
booked. Union leather is a lively com- 
modity. The sole cutters have placed 
liberal orders and are asking for earlier 
deliveries than their contracts ‘valled 
for. Oak leather is going fairly well, 
but the tendency to substitute the im- 
proved hemlock tanage by shoe manu- 
facturers has had its effect on the sale 
of oak leather. _ 

Finished splits are showing increased 
activity owing to the drop in prices and, 
in consequence, has had a quieting effect 
on glove grain and kangaroo side leather. 
Calf skins are not a bit off and. seem 
to promise an advance rather than the 
reverse. 

Fancy tanages in colors and black are 
showing no change. To get what is 
wanted is the problem which confronts 
the buyer. Foreign shipments of leather 
are surprising and have almost become 
regarded as a continuous performance, 
the increase over 1909 being nearly 
$1,000,000. 

Shoe shipments as shown by the Shoe 
& Leather Reporter made a big total for 
the past week, 91,394 cases going out- 


grand total for 1910 to date to 2,530,176 
eases. Reckoning 24 pairs to a case, 
there were sent in that time from this 
market the epormous number of 60,724.- 
224 pairs. As the figures come from 
what is claimed a dull trade, one can 
form some idea of the producing power 
of the shoe factories of New England 
when pushed to their full capacity.

Last Year, While Consump- 
tion Also Is Larger. 


The Hecht firm of Germany, in annual 
statistics on rubber, places the harvest 
of Para qualities for the vear ended 
June 30, 1910, at 39,190 tons, compared 
with 38,075 in 1908-09, while consump- 
tion was 39,363 tons, and 38,219 tons 
in the two years respectively. In 1908- 
09 the output was 1395 tons greater than 
in the preceding year, and the consump- 
tion was 5202 tons in excess of 1907-08, 
whereas the production and consumption 
in 1909-10 were only 115 tons and 1114 
tons respectively greater than in 1908-09. 

The visible stocks increased from 2682 
tons in 1908-09 to 4217 tons last year, 
this seeming only to have been possible 
by a decrease in the invisible stocks. 

The total production of rubber through- 
out the world was 75,553 tons in 1909-10, 
as contrasted with 70.537 in the previous 
vear, while consumption amounted to 
76,026 tons and 71,989 tons in the two 
years respectively. These figures show 
an increase of 5966 tons in the output 
and of only 4037 tons in the consumption, 
whereas the augmentation in 1908-09 
over 1907-08 was 4203 tons in the pro- 
duction and no fewer than 9013 tons in 
the quantity used, 

Deliveries in Europe in 1909-10 in- 
creased by 3981 tons to 42,527 tons, but 
those in America only advanced by 56 tons. 
The arrivals in Europe are recorded at 
44,336 tons in 1909-10, or 8496 tons in 
excess of the preceding year; while the 
arrivals in America were 33.051 tons, 
and were less than in 1908-09. 
consequence, the European stocks rose 
by 2163 tofis to 5107 tons in 1909-10, but 
decreased in the United States from 449 
tons to 361 tons. The world’s stocks are 
stated to be 6998 tons, as compared with 
5024 tons in 1908-09, or an increase of 
1964 tons, whereas the stocks in 1908-09 
experienced a decrease of 3011 tons, as 
against 1907-08.

‘AFTER DIVIDEND 


NEW YORK—The preliminary income 
account of Louisville & Nashville for the 
past fiscal vear has been made up and 
was to have been issued at once for pub- 
lication, in accordance with the practise 
of giving out jan official statement of 
income at the end of the six months’ and 
12 months’ period. At the last moment 
it was decided by the management to 
omit this statement and make nothing 
public until the appearance of the an- 
nual report. It was said that this action 
was taken simply because the prelimi- 
nary statement is so late in being made 
up that it is of little value in view of 
the early publication of the full pam- 
phiet report. This will be issued Oct. 5. 

It is expected that the report will 
show a balance for the stock of around 
$10,000,000 or about 16 per cent. The 
year’s dividend budget calls for only 
$4,200,000.

THERE is no reason for surprise at the 
passing of the Madriz .government ;in 

revolutionary Nicaragi@. Those who babe 
noted ‘the trend of events there might 
-safely have anticipated the present develop- 
ments and _ international jubilation is 
warranted by the approaching termination 
of a struggle that has been waged so long 
‘without profit to either contestant. 

Although the nations in general care little.

what particular faction governs this small and tumultuous republic, 


they do take a very definite interest in the effects of such a clash 
on trade relations. Interruptions to commerce never are looked 
upon kindly and by failing to bring order out of chaos the Madriz 
administration has’ not measured up to expectations. Even. its 
concessions to the United States have been made reluctantly, 
although demanded in the right spirit. The Nicaraguan government’s 
treatment ofits own citizens has been anything but conciliatory. 
President Madriz has striven to dominate the situation by force 
rather than by the application of right primciples. 

Burdensome public taxes have, been levied in ordér to prolong 
the Madriz administration’s weakening scramble to retain its power, 
while the sympathies of the people have been unquestionably with 
the revolutionists. A cause is greater than all of its exponents, 
and in Nicaragua there have been ‘duplicated events the precedents 
for which are numerous enough in the minds of all students of 
ancient and modern history.. The Nicaraguans were stirred to action | 
by President Zelaya’s usurpation. They were not appeased when 
Zelaya was shorn of. his power, for Dr. Madriz, it will be 
remembered, was regafded as the most valued coadjutor of his 
predecessor. No proclamations from President i Madriz, therefore, 
carried the weight that would have been attachied to documents 
issued by a fully competent authority. Tacit recognition by this 
and other nations was not sufficient to guarantee permanency, for 
meanwhile the revolution continued unabated. 

In the Nicaraguan capital the last scene is being enacted. The 
climax has arrived. Pré@sident Madriz has relinquished his slight 
hold on.the reins of government in order’ to flee with his family 
and his lieutenants. .A new regime is taking over the control of 
Nicaragua and the name of Estrada goes forth in peans that frame 
his country’s future in success. It is to be hoped that henceforth: 
affairs there will be handled for the many and not in the interests of 
a chosen few. Is it not regrettable when one contemplates the vast . 
possibilities of these South American republics, with their tropical 
luxuriance, to find national harmony and progress as hard to obtain 
as the rare edelweiss of the snow;capped Alps? If revolution has 
brought to N oe sacl relief from oppression, thé end has justified 
the means. A new order of things in. that country should 
accomplish much in the way of a salutary example to other South 
American republics. A storm is the harbinger of fair weather. 
The Nicaraguan revolution may usher in an era of peace, progress 
and plenty that will more than comipenaate for the tribulations which 
have gone before. i ~
